Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-6 and 10-15 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Examiner acknowledges Applicants arguments regarding the traverse of 
restriction requirement, but maintains that a burden does exist. The first group includes 
a power control input coupled to the hit/miss output of a UOP cache (as depicted for 
example in Fig. 3, and in Fig. 4 at the upper inputs to 330 and 340), while the second 
group includes a power control input coupled to the output of a delay element (as 
depicted in Fig. 4 at the input to 360). The addition of the limitations of claims 4 and 5 
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to claim 1 (the first group) do not require a power control input of a data fetch unit of the 
UOP cache, nor that the power control input is coupled to a delay element, while no 
limitations from the second group require a power control input coupled to a hit/miss 
indicator, or a UOP cache.
